Dr. Louise Robinovitch, District 
Attorney Whitman today received cor- 
roboration of Mrs. Herman Robino- 
vitch’s claim that she is the mother of 
Robin. Mr. Whitman questioned Louis 
Kaufman, of 2061 Bergen avenue, 
Brooklyn, a cousin of the _ indicted 
banker. Kaufman said that he was 
# of a sister of Mrs. Robinovitch, 
who lives at 361 Bushwick avenue, 
Brooklyn. He said that Robin had 
been in this country at least twenty- 
four years, and that when the Robin- 
ovitches arrived here theyv came to 
his mother’s house and livde there 
for some time. The house ven ques- 
tion was at 174 Division street, Man- 
hattan. 
Rebin Came to Atlanta. 

About. twenty-two years azo, Kauf- 
man said, Herman Robinovitcn and the 
eldest son, now known as Frederick L. 
Robinson, went to Atlanta, Ga. They 
left Atlanta for the Indian Territory, 
But returned within a few months, and 
Joseph, the other son, went to At- 
lanta>~ Although all the famfly ex- 
cept Joseph continued to live together 
fee some time, Kaufman said that he 
never since then had seen Joseph, and 
he did not see Nim today.

Fannin County Murderer Gives

Privates Albert J. Lamb and Henry 
Hollaenger, of company E, Seventeenth 
United States infantry, were positively 
identified yesterday afternoon by 
John Withrow, the Fannin county 
murderer, as the men who had sup- 
plied Harry Langdon with the saws 
with which the five desperadoes cut 
their way out of the Tower Monday 
night. 

Privates David Schlossberg and 
Henry Paley, of the same company, 
accompanied the other two soldiers, 
but it is believed that they went mere- 
ly out of curiosity and had no part 
in passing the saws to the confined 
men. 

As the result of the evidence ob- 
tained against Lamb and Hollaenger, 
a courtmartial will undoubtedly be 
held, and if the men are found guilty 
they will be sentenced to a long term 
in the army prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, 

Placed Under Arrest. 

In consequence of a statement made 
by John Withrow, Fannin county mur- 
derer, who said that United States sol- 
diers had supplied Harry Langdon, 
alias Glenn Allen, with the saws with 
which the five prisoners cut their way 
to liberty, Colone! Van Orsdale or- 
dered the-arrest of the four privates, 

Tht story seemed plausible when 
taken in conrection with the fact that 


to be Harry Langdale, enlisted at Fort 
McPherson in the Seventeenth infan- 
try on January 22, 1910, as “Glenn 
Allen,’ and was assigned to company 
E, from which the four suspects come. 

After the arrest of the four sol- 
diers, Colonel Van Orsdale appointed 
Captain Preston Brown to investigate 
the matter. Captain Brown visited the 
Tower Friday afternoon, taking with 
him the four suspects. Withrow pos!- 
tively identified Lamb and Hollaenger, 
but could not identify Schlossberg and 
Paley. 

Tossed in the Saws. 

According to the story told by Cap- 
tain Brown, it seems that Langdon 
wrote a letter to Private Mathers at 
Fort McPherson, saying that he was 
sick and asking someone to come in to 


see him. Private Lamb, according to 
Withrow, came iirst on Saturday after- 
noon and talked with Langdon, who 
urged him to procure for him some dia- 
mond toothed saws and some “soup,” 
er nitro-glycerine. 

On Sunday, continued Withrow, 
Lamb visited the Tower again, accom- 
panied this time by Hollaenger. 
Schiossverg and Paley were also with 
the others, but they claim that they 
stood in the background and that they 
had no knowledge that anything un- 
usual was happening. 

Lamb and Hollaenger, continued 
Withrow, were standing in the octag- 
Onal runabout and separated from 
Langdon by two gratings. While they 
were talking, said Withrow, Lamb 
tossed a package containing a dozen 
saws through both gratings to Lang- 
don, 

Tells of Confession. 

Withrow claims that A. ‘R. Knox, the 
“drug store bandit,” has confessed his 
participation in the murder of D. N. 
Landers, the bartender who was killed 
by three white men in the saloon of 
J. B. Matthews, 641 Marietta street, 
on the evening of October 26, 1909. * 

Although somewhat reluctant in his 
statements, Withrow said definitely to 
a reporter yesterday: “From what 
Knox said to us before his escape, 
there is no doubt that he is the man 
who killed Landers, the bartender, and 
Sutton wasn’t in with him on that 
deal. He had two other partners, whom 
he left in Birmingham, when they got 
in bad with the pollee about another 
matter.

MAY REACH OUT 
FUR HONDURAS 


To Shut Out European Powers, 
American Gold Will Be 
~ Put Up 


ACTION INTERPRETED AS 
MEANING PROTECTORATE 


State Department, However, 
Denies That There Is Inten- 
tion of Establishing Financial 
Protectorate at This Time. 
Interests of United States to 
Suffer if Tangle Continues. 


Washington, January 6.—In order to 
avoid any possibility of the interven- 
tion of European powers in the affairs 
of Honduras in contravention of the 
Monroe doctrine, the United States gov- 
ernment is endeavoring to straighten 
out the tangled financial affairs of that 


country. 

There is. no present intention, it is 
said..at the state department, of estab- 
lishing a financial protectorate over 
Honduras similar to that which exists 
in relation to San Domingo. Much dis- 
satisfaction is expressed by the for- 
eign holtiers of the Honduran bonds, 
especially those in Great Britain, and 
the course of the American government 
is directed in an effort to bring about 
a settlement that will be satisfactory 
to both Honduras and bondholders. 

American Interests Will Suffer. 

‘The interest of the United States lies 
in the possibility of foreign interven- 
tion of Honduras, unless some satis- 
factory arrangement is concluded. It 
is said that the debt of Honduras, with 
its arrearages in accrued interest, 
amounts to’ more than $100,000,000. 
The inception of the debt dates back to 
1867, and has been increased from time 
to time. The bonds have greatly de- 
preciated in values, and today it is 
said they are being quoted on foreign 
exchanges at 124%,@13 cents on the 
dollar. 

In view of this sftuatton, the bond" 
holders are very anxious to effect a 
settlement under the best terms possi- 
ble. and for this reason the ™ blic 
is negotiating with American financiers 
for a foan. ‘The amount of the .loan 
which has been suggested ranges from 
$7,500,000 to $10,000,000. Juan E. Par- 
edes, minister of finance of Honduras, 
who arrived here last night, today con- 
ferred with officials of the state de- 
partment in regard to some of the de- 
tails. of an arrangement under which 
the foreign bondholders will be satis- 
fled. 

PLAN WILL AMOUNT TO 
AMERICAN PROTECTORATE? 

New York, January 6.—It was said 
today in reliable quarters that the 
negotiations by the commissioner ap- 
pointed by the Honduran government 
and New York bankers for refunding 
the Honduran government's indebted- 
ness are still pending, and that the 
main feature of these negotiations is 
a loan to be secured by the customs 
receipts otf Honduras, which are to be 
collected under a treaty to be arranged 
with -the United States government. 

The details of the foregoing plan 
have not been given out. They would 
seem to contemplate the appointment 
of an American customs officer to see 
that the customs receipts Are collected 
and dispensed in accordance with the 
proposed treaty with the United States. 
No confirmation can be obtained, how- 
ever, of reports that this will amount 
to an American protectorate over Hon- 
duras, although it is so interpreted in 
some quarters. The refunding of the 
Honduran external debt has been un- 
der discussion for the last year or 
more. This debt was originally con- 
tracted about forty years ago, and 
consisted of four loans, made between 
1867 and 1870. The total] of the prin- 
cipal amow™s to $26,992,850. Payment 
of intereSV Of the loans began to fall 
off soon after the debt was incurred, 
and the payments stopped _— entirely 
after 1872. The aggregate of unpaid 
interest up to July, 1909, was esti- 
mated at $85,359,700. This made a 
total indebtedness for principal and 
unpaid interest of about $109,647,288. 
Department Wrestles With Problem. 

[It is the readjustment of refunding 
of this indebtedness which has occu- 
Pied the attention of the Washington 
authorities and financial interests here 
for the last year or more. Most of 
the indebtedness was held in London 
and has been looked after by a com- 
mittee of bondholders in connection 
with the British council of foreign 
bondholders. This council first put r- 
ward the refunding project inAug=.t,

Conference May Lead to

Nashv&@le, Tenn., January 6.—Cone 
ferences late tonight between leaders 
of the fusion and regular democratic 
factions in the Tennessee legislature 
lresulted in the announcement thet 
peace is a strong probability within 
the next few hours. One of the strong- 
est leaders among the regurars is 
quoted as saying that he believed all 
differences standing in the way of the 
organization of the house will be 
cleared away in time for tomorrow's 
session. 

Many members of the house left for 
their homes today and tonrgnt, not 
to return until Monday. The house 
will meet again tomorrow, nowever, 
but none of the regulars, outside of 
those leaders who are looking after 
the interests of the factions, are likely 
to be present. The senate adjourned 
today until Monday afternoon, 

The Question at Stake. 

One question only separates the two 
factions—which faction will dominate 
in joint session of the two houses? 
The fusionists have sixty-six members, 
while the regulars have 65 and de- 
clare they command 67. If the claims 
of the regulars are sound, tmey will 
control on joint ballot ana ve able to 
elect the United States senator, state 
officers and shape the comp:exton of 
the state board of elections. 

Leaders of the regular faction de- 
clare they will never agree to urseat 
losing control on joint ballot and they 
will not help to make up a quorum im 
the house unless the fusion:s:s agree 
to withdraw the six or elgn«t contésts 
which have been filed. 

The fusionists, on the otner hand, 
declare they will dispose or tne con- 
tests on their merits and will give 
the regulars a fair deal if tney will 
consent to take oath and aid in orgame 
izing the house.

FINAL CONTEST ON 
IN TOBACCO CASE 


Dissolution Asked Under 
Wilson Tariff Act. 


Special Assistant McReynolds 
Argued Before the Supreme 
Court That Trade in Tobacco 
Was Parcelled Out Between 
“Trust” Branches. 


Washington, January 6.—Oral argu- 
ments of the proposed dissolution of 
the so-called “tobacco trust’’ were be- 
gun late today in the supreme court 
of the United States. 

J. C. McReynolds, special 
to the attorney general in cnarge of 
the tobacco fight, made the opening ad- 
dress. 
marks when court adjourned until 
Monday. By arrangement with the 
conrt, counsel both sides agreed 
to conclude their arguments tn twelve 


on 


This will bring the close of the pre- 
sentation about 3 p. m. next Wednes- 
day. At that time the Standard Oil 
dissolution suit will be taken up in 
oral argument. 


At least one important result was 


accomplished the first few minutes 
that Mr. McReynolds spoke. He eur- 
prised some members of the court by 
stating that the dissolution was asked, 
not under the Sherman anti-trust law 
only, but under the Wilson tariff act 
of 1894. 
First Case Under Willison Act. 

Mr. McReynolds told the court this 
was the first case that had ever been 
brought under the Wilson tariff act. 
The act, he explained, applied to in- 
Stances of restraint of trade, where an 
importer was a party. This informa- 
tion was brought out by questions 
from Justice Lurton. 

“I did this because I never heard 
of the Wilson act in this case before,” 
said the justice. Mr. McReynolds as- 
sured him that it had been mentioned 
in the first argument. Much 4iscus- 
Sion had taken place in the trust 
cases as to whether the phrase “re- 
Straint of trade’ as constructed In tne 
Sherman anti-trust law was equiva- 
lent to “restraint of free competition.” 
Mr. McReynolds pointed to the Wilson 
act as the congressional interpreta- 
tion of the Sherman act. passed four 
years previous. in which all doubt as 
to the meaning had been removed by 
using the phrase, “restraint of free 
competition.”’ 

Most of Mr. McReynolds’ ttme was 
devoted to a history of the so-called 
“tobacco trust,” from the time the first 
American Tobacco Company was or- 
fanized, in 1890, for the alleged pur- 
pose of effecting a monopoly in the

BRIEF OF BOWERS — 
BEFORE HIGH COURT 


On Logic of Dead, Depart- 
ment Rests Import- 


ant Case. 


Washington, January 6—On the 
logic of the dead, the department of 
justice will rest its case of upholding 
the protection of the living, extended 
by the employers’ liability act of con- 
gress. 

The department today sent to the 
Supreme courc the brief of the late 
Lioyd W. Bowers, solicitor general, in 
@efense of this act of congress. Tack- 
ed to the brief was a tribute to Mr. 
Bowers from Attorney General Wick- 
ersham. It Tread: 

“The foregoing brief was prepared 
by the late solicitor general with his 
accustomed care and ability. In order 
that it may properly be before the 
court, I adopt it, and ask its consid- 
eration.” 

The act which Mr. Bowers defended 
was passed in 1908 to replace the em- 
ployers’ liability act, just declared un- 
constitutional by the supreme court, 
because it applied to intrastate com- 
merce as wel! as to interstate. Mr. 
Bowers argued that the present law 
avoided this objection. He defended 
the law as a legitimate exercise vf 
¢Ongress over interstate commerce. 

“Congress had a right to decide, and 
did decide,” said he,. “that railroad 
employees would not be kille@ or in- 
jured as often and would themselves 
feel more secure against killing and 
injury if the rule of the common law, 
which makes an employee. — himself 
lookout for and take the consequences 
of negligence of a co-employese, were 
changed so as to make the employer 
himself watchful against injury of one 
employee from neglizence of another.” 

The new policy was defénded as 
making interstate commerce liable to 
less interruptions, more expeditious, 
more economical, more secure and in 
all ways more efficient. 

Mr. Bowers took up the various fea- 
tures of the new law and presented 
a@ defense against the attacks which 
might be suggested to them. 

The constituticnality has been raised 
in at least three cases before the court. 
These will come on for oral argument 
in the supreme court In a few days.

Railroad Commission 


With a view to improving the street 
car service of Atlanta generally, and 
for the especial purpose of ascertain- 
ing what cause, if any, the Georgia 
Railway and Electric COmpany has 
for not inaintaining an all-night street 
car service on whatever lines it is 
needed, the state railroad commission 
yesterday issued an order summoning 
the street car company to appear be- 
fore the commission on February 2.

States thattheactionistaken because 
of “‘rumerous verbal complaints made 
to the commission regarding the in- 
adequacy of the present service, espe- 
cially during what is known as the 
‘Tush hours,’ and from personal ob- 
Servations made by members of the 
commission.”’ 

The questions which the stréet car 
company will be called upon to answer 
are the following: 

Why should not cars on the follow- 
ing streets be operated during “rush 
hours” on a 56-minute schedule: Walk- 
er street, West End, Pryor § street, 
Washington street, Capitol avenue, 
Woodward avenue, Edgewood avenue, 
town of Decatur, Forrest avenue, Pine 
Street, Luckie street, Marietta street, 
Jones avenue, Kennedy street, Magno- 
street, West Mitchell street. 

Why should not cars on Whitehall 
and Peachtree streets be operated on 
2%-minute schedules during rush 
hours? 

Why should not cars operating on all 
lines on 15-minute schedule not be 
operated on a 10-minute schedule dur- 
ing the rush hours? 

Why should not the service on the

Washington, January 6.—(Special.)— 


States’ rights is now the livest kind of 
an issue in the state of Minnesota. The 


‘right of a sovereign state to regulate 
. affairs within its own borders, and par- 


ticularly the sale of liquor through the 
exercise of its police powers, is being 


, insisted upon with passionate earnest- 


ness by representatives of that state. 

The interference of the federal g0Vv- 
ernment to prohibit the liquor traffic 
within the commonwealth of Minnesota 
is based ‘upon the authority of six 
treaties negotiated with Indian tribes. 

In much of the territory covered Dy 
these old treaties, an Indian is now as 
much of a curiosity as he is in Geor- 
gia or North Carolina. Secretary Bal- 
linger, of the interior department, who 
is charged with carrying out:the I[n- 
dian treaties, did not willingly enter 
into this fight to drive out the demon 
rum: but the Antl-Saloon League un- 
earthed the ancient treaties and pointed 
out the provision therein contained for 
protecting the Indian country fror 
the sale of fire water. 

Rootleggers Supply indians. 

It is admitted thatinsome sections of 
the state where Indians still reside, s0°- 
called “bootleggere’”’ or blind tigers are 
supplying the Indians with liquor. But 
it is insisted that the state liquor laws 
of Minnesota for the protection of 
Indians are the “most drastic to be 
found on any statute book, either state 
or f@deral.”” Otherwise Minnesota I5 
wet. 

The government has no police force 
by means of which to-enforce its edict 
if the interior departmént_insists on 
exercising the authority embraced !n 
these treaties. The president has al- 
thority, howev to restrict the appl! 
cation of the’ order to territory 1” 
which real Indians are living, and to 
exempt the former Indian country, 
which ts now built up in prosperous 
cities and farming communities, inhab- 
ited exclusively by white people. 

Nowadays congress in anthorizing a 
cession of Indian lands, includes a pro- 
vision limiting the life of the prohibl- 
tion clause to twenty-five years. ‘The 
opponents of Ballinger’s or- 
der do not question his legal authority 
for such action. 

Only Remedy Is Change in Treaties. 

Even the admission of Minnesota 
into the sisterhood of states did not 
vitiate these treaties. Yet it is ad 
mitted that a literal enforcement of 
the Ballinger order would seriously 
abridge the rights of 
sovereign state, including the enforcs- 
ment of her excise laws under her 
police powers. 

he only remedy for the situation i§ 
for congress to change the terms of 
the treaties, for the courts to declare 
them null and void, or for’ the presi- 
Jent to limit their application The 
president is authorized under four ot 
the six treaties in questionto abrogate 
or modify the provision as to the intro- 
duction and sale of liquor. 

In a statement concerning this con- 
troversy signed by Representative 
Tawney and other members of the Mip 
nesota delegation, it is said: 

Statement by Minnesota Delegation. 

‘“Seven-eightis of the state of Min- 
nesota was ceded by the Indians to 
the federal government. Some of these 
cessions were made before, a 
have been made since the stat® was 
admitted to the union. There are sis 
treaties that apply. Kach of these 
treaties, contains a provision prohibit 
ing the manufacture or sale, or the 
introduction of alcoholic liquors into 
the territory ceded, which was known 
as ‘Indian country’ at the time the 
cessions were made. These provisions 
were ail inserted for the purpose ol 
protecting the Indians. It was recog- 
nized that the time would come when 
there would be no necessity for the 
prohibition clause, and authority was 
vested in congress Or in the president 
to revoke or modify them. Four of 
these treaties may be modified by ex- 
ecutive order. Two vf them can be 
modified only by congress. The treacy 
of 1851 covers the southern half of 
Miitinesota, and there is not an Indian 
in this area over whomthe government 
has jurisdiction.” 

The statement further shows that if 

the order is enforced it will make 
every druggist who sells patent medi- 
cines or proprietary medicines contain- 
ing alcohol, subject to the penalties in 
the United States laws. 
The Anti-Saloon League, while stand- 
ing’ On a states’ right platform, pointed 
out the possibilities for securing pro- 
hibition under the Indian treaties, anda 
practically forced the order of Secre- 
tary Ballinger, which hag raised the 
state’s rights issue.

Ciarleston, S, C., January 6.—Jimmy 
Ward, the 18-year-old aviator, in a 
Curtiss 24-horse power aeroplane, 
made a daring flight across two rivers, 
the harbor and out over the Atlantic 
ocean, breaking the world’s altitude 
record for low-powered machines, ana 
winning a prize of $5,000 by circling 
over two of the strongest fortifications 
On the Atlantic coast, demonstrating 
the efficacy of the aeroplane as a scout 
in time of war. Landing gracefully on 
the beach tn front of Fort Moultria, 


on Sullivan’s island, he handed a note. 
latter | 


to Colonel Marsh, which the 
Signed. Ward then re-entered his ma- 
chine, rose from the beach and flew 
back across the harbor in a direct line 
to the aviation field north of the city. 
He covered a distance of about 
miles in 54 minutes. 

Very few people saw Ward begin 
flight from the aviation field, his 
unsuccessful attempt of the day before 
having aroused a spirit of skepticism. 
News of the daring attempt spreai 
rapidly, however, and many roofs in 
the city were packed when the air- 
man made hig return flight. 

Starts on Flight. 

Leaving the aviation field. he flew 
first to the navy yard on Cooper riv- 
er, circling above the plant. He then 
flew down the river a distance of about 
five miles to the elty, over the upper 
end of which he passed. He turned 
eastward, crossed the Cooper and 
Wando rivers and the harbor at a 
height of about 1,000 feet. Reaching 
Sullivan’s Island, at the northern en- 
trance of the harbor, and on which 
Fort Moultrie is situated, he circled 
back over the harbor at a height of 
aboct 2,000 feet, passing close to Cas- 
tle Pinckney. Heading seaward agatn 
he passed directly over Fort Sumter, 
at the entrance of the harbor, and 
Swept for a distance of abour a mile 
and a half over the waters of the 
open Atlantic. Turning he flew above 
the Isle of Palms and Sullivan’s Is- 
land and landed on the beach in front 
of Fort Moultrie, amid the cheering 
of soldiers and officers. A note which 
he handed to Colonel Frederick Marsh, 
in charge of the fort, was signed by 
the latter, and Ward brought it back 
to the city with him on his return.

DUNT FEAR FINES 


ImprisonmentNecessary, 
Says President Taft. 


Executive Refuses to Interfere 
With the Sentence Imposed 
Upon W. S. Harlan, Man- 
ager of Great Southern Lum- 
ber Concern. 


Washington, January 6.—‘Fines are 
not effective against men of wealth, 
Imprisonment is necessary.” 

So declared President Taft today 
a statement in which he 
application for gommutation 
tence in the case of W. 8S. Harlan, 
manager of a great lumber and tur- 
pentine company doing business in 
Florida and Alebama, who was indicted 
and convicted on a charge of con- 
piracy to violate the peonage statute 
of Florida. 

Harlan must serve a term of eight- 
imprisonment in addition 
to paying a fine of $5,000. 

The offense for which Harlan was 
convicted grew out of the alleged ef- 
fort of his company to obtain 180 la- 
borers from New York, including a 
number of recent Hungarian, Bulgarian 
and other immigrants. They were 
taken in parties of twelve to twenty- 
five by sea to Savannah, thence to the 
company’s plant. 

“The evidence clearly shows,’ said 
the president in his opinion, “that 
on the way from Savannah to the com- 
pany’s settlement a number attempted 
to escape and were physically detained 
and brought to the place of work.” 

Technicality Brushed Aside. 

President Taft in his opinion plainly 
indicates that he does not inténd to 
let a technicality of law defeat the 
ends of justice. The president had 
prepared, as the result of an appeal 
by friends of Harlan, to commute his 
imprisonment sentence from eighteen 
to six months, whereupon the attor- 
neys of the convicted man tried to 
have hin set at liberty altogether, 
claiming that “as a sentence of six 
months could not, under the law, be 
executed in the pe entiary to which 
Harlan had ™been’ sentenced, it 
not be executed anywhere and 
be given his lib-

erty.” 

‘In order to prevent the use of 
such a technicality in the future,” says 
the president, “to avoid the sentence 
I shall make no order of commutation, 
but shall allow the sentence to stand 
until after the defendant is impris- 
oned, and then shall exercise such 
executive clemency as I may be ad- 
vised that the Case requires. The sen- 
tence of eighteen months Is therefore 
in full force.” 


REIGHT QUESTION 
TS 10 GOVERNOR 


The matter of forcing the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad to 
abide by the terms of its lease of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, the 
property of the state, with regard to 
freight rates to and from Chattanooga, 
Tenn., to points in Georgia, is once 
more in the hands of Governor Brown. 

After the point was raised by the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau that the rail- 
road is violating the lease by charging 
a higher freight rate than the leaseé 
calls for, the commission referred the 
case to the governor, on the ground 
that it is beyond the jurisdiction of the 
commission, but expressed the opinion 
that the lease ts being violated. 

Later, Governor Brown called upon 
the commission for more light on the 
subject of the alleged violation of the 


lease and the commission yesterday 
submitted to the governorgA commu- 
nication which sets forth the views of 
the commission. 

Neither the governor the 
mission would state the nature of the 
document, the governor stating that it 
will probably be several days before he 
will make announcement of the course 
he will take.
